"The  Church  Musician"  has  ceased  publication  after  47 
years.  A  new  monthly  magazine,  "Church  Musician  Today," 
begins  publication  with  the  September  1997  issue. 

'The  Church  Musician"  was  begun  in  1950  by  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board  (BSSB)  as  a  monthly  resource.  The 
magazine  has  a  circulation  of  9,000  copies. 

The  new  publication  "will  be  a  forum  for  ideas  on  music 
and  worship,  music  education,  music  administration,  worship 
planning,  hymnody  trends  and  worship  trends,"  according  to 
editor  Jere  Adams  of  the  BSSB's  music  ministries  department. 

Adams  said  the  monthly  publication  of  "Church  Musician 
Today"  will  provide  readers  with  one-third  more  material 
than  the  content  of  the  quarterly  version  of  "The  Church 
Musician."  In  addition,  more  timely  material  will  be  provid¬ 
ed  electronically  by  some  contributors  and  added  to  the  pub¬ 
lication  just  before  printing  deadline.

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Xudging  by  the  volume  and  content  of 
telephone  calls  and  correspondence  to 
t’he  Baptist  Record"  since  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  messengers  passed  the 
Disney  boycott  resolution  in  mid-June,  it's 
time  for  a  primer  on  Southern  Baptist  poli¬ 
ty  —  how  we  constitute  and  govern  our¬ 
selves  as  the  largest  single  Protestant 
denomination  in  the  world. 

Many  of  the  calls  and  letters  since  the 
Disney  vote  simply  wanted  clarification  on 
some  misunderstood  point,  but  more  than 
a  few  inquiries  betrayed  an  alarming 
paucity  of  knowledge  about  the 
multi-layered,  multi-faceted,  and 
autonomous  natures  of  the  entities 
that  comprise  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Some  of  the  people  who  called 
and  wrote  wanted  to  know  how  the 
Disney  resolution  would  be 
"enforced"  in  Mississippi.  Others 
wanted  to  know  if  they  could  be 
drummed  out  of  their  church  if  they 
accidentally  patronized  Disney. 

One  caller  even  referred  to  the 
u  resolution  as  an  "ammunition"  to 
H.  make  people  see  things  his  way. 
f-  There  seems  to  be  a  great  deal  of 

*  *  confusion  among  people  in  the  pews 
about  how  we  govern  ourselves  in 
general,  and  how  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  resolutions  apply  to  them. 

Our  denominational  system  of  gover¬ 
nance  is  breathtaking  in  its  simplicity.  The 
bureaucracies  we  have  installed  may  be 
confusing  to  people  who  have  gotten  lost  in 
the  growing  number  of  voice-mail  systems 
across  the  convention  (a  personal  peeve  of 
mine),  but  our  polity  is  crystal  clear. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  the  county 
Baptist  associations,  and  individual  churches 
are  independent  bodies  that  have  chosen  to 
work  together  for  the  greater  goal  of  helping 
to  bring  Mississippi  and  the  world  to  Jesus. 


Every  Southern  Baptist 
should  attend  at  least  one 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
(SBC)  in  their  lifetime.  It  is  the 
most  impressive  display  of 
inspirational  confusion  you'll 
ever  find. 

On  the  confused  side  there 
are  the  business  sessions.  When 
there  is  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  to  the  main  motion 
on  the  floor  and  the  president 
rules  some  messenger  s  motion 
out  of  order  and  then  some 
other  messenger  appeals  the 
ruling  of  the  chair  —  that's  con¬ 
fusion.  Sometimes  even  the 
convention  president  doesn't 
know  on  what  he  is  asking  you 
to  vote. 

On  the  inspiration  side  there 
are  the  worship  experiences. 
The  Wednesday  evening  ses¬ 
sion  was  one  of  the  most  wor¬ 
shipful  times  I  have  known  in 
my  Christian  walk.  One  by  one, 
men  and  women  came  to  the 
platform  and  shared  testi¬ 
monies  of  how  they  came  to 
know  Christ. 

There  was  Lillian,  a  woman 
from  near  Seattle,  Washington, 
who  found  the  Lord  because  of 
the  witness  of  a  home  mission¬ 
ary  couple  who  lived  in  the 
same  apartment  complex.  How 
complete  Is  the  change  in  her 
life?  "If  (Jesus)  were  to  ask  me 
to  give  up  anything  in  my  life.

The 
point  is  that  Southern  Baptists  have  chosen 
to  voluntarily  cooperate  with  each  other  to 
reach  our  mutual  goal  of  presenting  the 
gospel  message  to  each  person  on  earth. 

The  key  to  the  whole  system  is  the  con¬ 
cept  of  voluntary  cooperation. 

Tylertown  native  James  L.  Sullivan,  a 
longtime  Southern  Baptist  leader  and  one 
of  the  greatest  Christian  statesmen  ever 
produced  by  any  denomination,  referred  to 
the  voluntary  nature  of  the  Cooperative 
Program  as  a  "rope  of  sand,"  out  his 
description  is  also  a  relevant  statement  on 
the  entirety  of  Southern  Baptist  polity. 

When  messengers  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  gather  each  summer 
and  pass  resolutions,  those  resolutions 
have  no  binding  effect  on  other  self-govern¬ 
ing  entities,  such  as  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention,  local  Southern  Baptist  church¬ 
es,  and  even  individual  Southern  Baptists. 

When  messengers  to  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  gather  each  fall  and 
pass  resolutions,  those  resolutions  have  no 
oinding  effect  on  other  self-governing  enti¬ 
ties,  such  as  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  local  Southern  Baptist  church¬ 
es,  and  even  individual  Southern  Baptists. 

Resolutions  do  make  a  bold  statement 
on  the  sentiments  of  messengers  who 
attend  a  particular  convention,  nut  those 
resolutions  do  not  require  action  on  the

the  answer  would  be  'yes,'" 
Lillian,  said. 

There  was  an  ordained 
Buddhist  priest  from  Japan 
who  was  miraculously  saved  in 
1984  and  became  part  of  a  new 
work  started  by  SBC  missionar¬ 
ies  that  grew  irvto  a  church  in 
seven  years.  "In  the  veiy  soul 
of  idolatry,"  she  said,  "a  tiny 
Baptist  mission  . . .  witnesses  of 
the  saviour's  love." 

There  was  Mike,  a  Ft.  Worth, 
Texas,  drug  addict  who  was 
touched  by  the  Gospel  while  in 
prison  through  the  ministry  of 
the  Radio  and  Television 
Commission.  He  is  now  a  stu¬ 
dent  at  Southwestern  Seminary 
and  ministering  to  sinners  off 
the  street.  Mike  said  he  called 
his  mom  to  tell  her  that  he 
would  be  sharing  his  testimony 
at  the  SBC.  "She  cried  all  week." 
Mike  said.  "She  told  me,  'all 
vour  life  1  was  so  ashamed  of 


you.  Nqw  I  tell  people  how 
proud  I  am  of  my  son/ Without 
all  of  you,  I  wouldn't  be  here 
tonight.  Thank  you  all,  all  of 
you,  for  my  life.'' 

My  wife  and  I  held  hands, 
wiped  away  tears,  and  praised 
God  all  through  that  moving 
service.  I  felt  proud  to  be  a 
Southern  Baptist  that  night,  if 
it's  not  a  sin  to  feel  pride  in  such 
a  way.  I  left  that  hall  wanting  to 
tell  tne  world  about  Jesus. 

I've  not  always  left  the  SBC 
feeling  that  way.  My  very  first 
convention  was  in  Dallas  12 
years  ago.  The  1985  SBC  in 
t)allas  drew  over  45,000  mes¬ 
sengers,  an  all-time  record.  It 
was  at  the  height  of  the  contro¬ 
versy  that  has  dominated  our 
denominational  life  for  these 
many  years.  The  Peace 
Committee  was  organized  at 
the  '85  Dallas  meeting.  Charles 
Stanley  was  president. 


So  what  should  an  individual  Southern 
Baptist  to  do  about  matters  such  as  the  Disney 
resolution? 

First  and  foremost,  be  in  prayer  about 
what  God  wants  for  your-life.  He  will  direct 
your  every  thought  and  action,  if  only  you 
will  listen  and  heed. 

That  includes  what  you  should  do  about 
Disney  resolution. 

Second,  an  individual  Southern  Baptist's 
decision  on  the  Disney  resolution  should 
not  be  viewed  as  a  test  of  fellowship  or  a 
statement  on  his/her  Christian  witness. 

Third,  we  should  never  reach  the  point 
where  such  matters  take  us  away  from  our 
highest  and  greatest  calling  —  to  bring 
everyone  in  Mississippi  ana  the  world  to 
salvation  in  Christ  Jesus. 

Remember  those  three  points,  and 
everything  else  will  fall  into  its  natural 
place  in  your  life. 


Lawsuits  were  filed  in 
response  to  his  rulings  at  that 
meeting.  It  was  a  hot  and 
exhausting  three  days.  I  cannot 
say  that  I  enjoyed  my  first  SBC. 

I  have  neard  older  pastor 
friends  talk  about  the  way  the 
SBC  used  to  be,  warm  in  fel¬ 
lowship  and  sweet  in  spirit. 
I've  heard  many  lament  the  loss 
of  that  convention  and  long  for 
its  return.  In  reality,  they  are 
grieving. 

Well,  I  never  knew  that  con¬ 
vention.  I  was  a  seminary  stu¬ 
dent,  just  learning  about  the 
larger  life  of  the  SBC  when  all 
this  started.  I  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  controversy's  Degin- 
ning  and  I  refuse  to  carry  it  on. 
I  cannot  grieve  the  loss  of  what 
I  have  never  known. 

I  do  not,  however,  miss  the 
hectic  confusion  of  the  '85  con¬ 
vention.  The  contrast  of  this 
year's  meeting  to  1985  is 
astounding.  This  convention  in 
Dallas  was  peaceful,  and  at 
times,  downright  inspiring. 

You  can  do  what  you  feel  led 
to  do  about  the  Disney  thing.  As 
for  me,  despite  some  reserva¬ 
tions,  I  will  support  the  boycott. 
However,  that  one  resolution 
was  not  what  this  convention 
was  about.  For  me  it  was  about 
closure.  For  the  first  time  since 
attending  my  first  SBC,  I  am 
looking  forward  to  going  back.

"That  mes¬ 
sage  is  Jesus  Christ  loves  vou 
and  wants  to  save  you,  and 
we've  got  that  message.  1  think 
that's  the  great  message,  and  1 
don't  think  this  is  the  best  way 
to  deliver  that  message." 

Drake,  pastor  of  the  much 
smaller  First  Southern  Baptist 
Church  of  Buena  Park,  Calif., 
supported  the  resolution. 
Disneyland  is  less  than  five 
miles  from  the  church  property. 
Drake  said  the  resolution  would 
help  bring  people  to  Christ. 

ASome  people  sensed  that 
we  were  at  least  committed  but 
not  auite  as  committed  as' we 
coula  be  (in  last  year's  resolu¬ 
tion),  and  this  is  just  a  rein¬ 
forcement;  this  is  a  recommit¬ 
ment,"  he  said. 

"And  contrary  to  what  Dr. 
Henry  says,  we  will  have  an 
effect.  This  will  help  us  win 
people  to  Jesus  ...  because  the 
world  we  live  in  today  is  not

"I  don't  think  we  should 
worry  about  taking  a  stand  on 
things  we  can  grab  hold  of,  but 
I  think  this  is  very  complex," 
Henry  pointed  out. 

He  said  95%  of  Americans 
"will  see  the  resolution  as  'we 
don't  like  Mickey  Mouse  and 
the  good  healthy  things,'  not 
the  things  that  are  bad,  which  I 
deeply  deplore  and  are  repre¬ 
hensible.  ...  I  felt  like  the  nega¬ 
tives  outweighed  the  positives 
about  our  prime  mission,  and 
there  are  other  ways  to  deal 
with  Disney." 

Drake  said  he  began  an  eco¬ 
nomic  boycott  of  Disney 
immediately  after  his  amend¬ 
ment  to  include  the  threat  of  a 
boycott  was  adopted  in  last 
year's  resolution. 

"Now,  have  I  boycotted 
everything  that  Disney  has  over 
this  last  year?  I  don't  know.  I've 
done  the  best  I  can,"  he  said. 

"Everybody  always  says, 
'Oh  my  goodness,  it  would  be 
overwhelming,'"  Drake  said. 

"Nonsense.  We  boycott  a  lot 
of  companies.  There's  a  lot  of 
companies  we'll  miss;  there's  a 
lot  of  companies  we  won't  boy¬ 
cott.  It's  an  overwhelming  task, 
but  Jesus  called  us  to  over¬ 
whelming  tasks,  and  we  will 
boycott  everything  we  can. 

"If  we  miss  some  and  are 
called  hypocrites  because  we 
missed  it,  we  don't  have  to 
answer  to  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  or  the  press.  We 
answer  to  God,"  Drake  said.

They  want  to  talk  about  the  latest  best  seller  book,  have 
group  therapy,  or  teach  anything  except  the  approved  literature.  While 
this  sounds  harmless,  it  will  destroy  (he  unity  of  the  Sunday  School 
team,  it  also  makes  Teacher's  Meeting  impossi-

When  searching  the 
Scripture  for  words  or  encour¬ 
agement,  we  often  overlook  the 
powerful  message  packed  into 
Psalms  42-43.

Following 
David's  adultery  with 
Bathsheba  and  the  shedding  of 
her  husband  Uriah's  innocent 
blood,  Nathan  proclaimed  that 
the  sword  would  never  leave 
David's  house.  Absalom's 
attempt  to  overthrow  David  as 
king  reminded  David  that 
Goa's  judgment  stands  true.

Desire  (42:1-2).  By  an  analo¬ 
gy  to  a  small  deerlike  creature 
panting  for  water  and  rest  in 
the  heat  of  a  chase,  the  psalmist 
reveals  the  anguish  of  David's 
soul.  Indeed,  David  knew  the 
of  the .  hunted,  having 
slf  narrowly  escaped  from 
Saul  and  his  army  while  fleeing 
over  rugged  terrain.  Just  like  a 
hounded,  parched  animal, 
David's  affliction  reacted  the 
deepest  recesses  of  his  soul  as 
he  ached  once  again  to  be  in  the 
presence  of  his  God,  in  the 


well-spring  of  living 
waters,  jn  times  of  trouble 
we,  like  David,  thirst  for 
the  living  waters  that 
only  God  provides. 
Therefore,  we  should 
earnestly,  fervently  desire 
to  worship  the  Lord  in 
daily  prayers,  devotions, 
and  church  attendance. 
Distress  (42:3-4). 

Sometimes  our  adver¬ 
saries  hound  us  so  persistently 
that  we  pant  and  thirst  just  as 
David  did.  They  may  be  our 
closest  acquaintances,  or  even 
family  members.  These  slan¬ 
derers  impugn  our  Savior  and 
taunt  our  beliefs.  David,  once 
again  in  the  desert  season  of  his 
life,  cried  out  to  God  in  desper¬ 
ation.  His  whole  body  gasped 
for  the  living  God,  the  sustamer 
of  life.  Grief  completely  over¬ 
whelmed  him  so  mat  day  and 
night  he  ate  and  drank  his  own 
tears.  All  this  time,  Satan's 
spokesmen  denounced  die 
existence  of  God.  David  was 
consumed  with  distress! 

Is  there  a  parallel  in  David's 


situation  with  your  life?  If  so, 
please  read  on. 

Discouragement  (42:6-7). 
David  reached  an  even  lower 
point  of  despair  — the  "deepest 
of  deep."  His  downcast  spirit 
debated  whether  God  had 
abandoned  him.  He  languished 
over  his  present  state,  as  he 
recalled  the  former  joy  of  lead¬ 
ing  the  procession  to  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  in  Jerusalem  in  the  wor¬ 
ship  and  praise  of  God. 

When  we  lose  sight  of  God 
and  focus  on  self,  we  develop 
afflictions  proceeding  from 
ourselves;  these  become  trou¬ 
blesome  to  our  inner  peace  and 
joy.  When  our  deepest  deep  is 
disrupted,  we  doubt  just  as 
Davia  did. 

Satan  attacks  our  most  vul¬ 
nerable  spots  in  order  to  under¬ 
mine  the  believer's  faith  and 
confidence  in  God.  Whenever 
ungodly  scoffers  fitfully  shake 
our  dependence  on  Christ,  we, 
like  David,  must  remember 
Psalm  121:7:  "The  Lord  shall 
preserve  thee  from  all  evil — he 
shall  preserve  thy  soul." 


Deliverance  (43:3-5).  The 
psalmist  reflects  on  his  suffer¬ 
ing  until  he  turns  his  eyes  upon 
"God  his  rock."  He,  then, 
places  his  hope  of  present  and 
eternal  salvation  into  the  hands 
of  God.  With  God  as  his  strong¬ 
hold,  his  cries  turn  from  total 
despair  to  total  dependence. 

David  remembered  when 
God  helped  him  slay  Goliath 
with  a  stone;  he  remembered 
when  God  protected  him  from 
Saul.  Therefore  he  chided  him¬ 
self  for  his  doubts,  acknowl¬ 
edging  God  as  "a  very  present 
help  in  trouble."  (Psalm  46:1).

Worshipping  in  a  spirit  of  unity 

I  Corinthians  11:2-12:11

in  God's  opinion  of  Cain's 
offering,  the  sacrifices  the  peo¬ 
ple  offered  to  their  God,  and 
offerings  brought  into  his  pres-^ 
ence.  Paul  found  it  necessary  to 
remind  the  Corinthian  church 
of  this  fact.  In  the  matter  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  they  needed  to 
know  there  was  a  right  way 
and  a  wrong  way  to  participate. 

The  Lord's  Supper:  The 
Wrong  Way  (11:17-22).  The 
Corinthians  made  a  mockery  of 
the  ordinance  of  the  Lord's 


in  the  food  of  the  wealthy  as  we 
as  the  spiritual  blessings  of  shar¬ 
ing  the  unity  of  Christ.  Instead, 
many  were  gorging  themselves 
with  the  food,  getting  drunk, 
and  turning  the  whole  event  into 
a  party  of  extreme  indulgence. 
This  practice  did  not  honor  God 
and  caused  divisions  in  the 
church.  Paul  stated  that  their 
observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
caused  more  harm  than  good 
and  until  they  changed  their 
ways,  they  shouldn't  identify  it 


as  an  act  of  worship. 

The  charges  against 
the  Corinthians  may 
have  surprised  them. 
After  all,  they  were 
observing  the  Lord's 
Supper  as  commanded, 
and,  undoubtedly,  they 
were  confident  God  was 
pleased  with  them 
because  they  continued  to 
perform  this  ritual.  They 
forgot  God  concerns  himself  not 
just  with  the  action,  but  with  the 
attitude  of  the  heart. 

Churches  today  must  take 
care  not  to  fall  into  the  same 
trap.  Worship  and  the  ministries 
of  the  church  must  never 
become  ritualistic  routines 
which  give  no  thought  to  mean¬ 
ing.  God  is  more  concerned 
with  the  attitude  of  our  hearts 
than  with  mindless  repetition  of 
activities  carried  out  in  His 
name.  Paul  felt  compelled  to 
remind  the  Corinthians  of  the 
original  purpose  behind  observ¬ 


ing  the  Lord's  Supper  so  that 
they  might  observe  it  correctly. 

The  Lord's  Supper:  The 
Right  Way  (11:23-34).  In  order 
to  observe  the  Lord's  Supper 
correctly,  we  must  remember 
why  this  ordinance  is  a  part  of 
the  church.  The  apostle 
reminds  the  church  that  this  is  a 
supper  of  remembrance. 
Whenever  the  church  observes 
this  ordinance,  we  must  recall 
the  sacrifice  of  Jesus  Christ  that 
purchased  eternal  life.  Each 
time  a  believer  participates  in 
the  Lord's  Supper,  that  believer 
proclaims  not  only  the  truth 
that  Jesus  died  for  the  sins  of  all 
mankind,  but  that  he  lives 
again  and  will  come  back  one 
dav  for  his  children. 

In  light  of  the  profound  truth 
the  Supper  proclaims,  Paul 
declares  that  anyone  who  does 
not  take  the  experience  serious¬ 
ly  is  guilty  of  dishonoring  the 
work  of  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore, 
it  is  critical  for  believers,  to  par¬ 


ticipate  in  the  Lord  s  Supper 
only  in  a  way  that  honors  God. 
The  first  step  for  the  believer  is 
an  examination  of  his  heart. 

Before  participating  in  the 
Lord's  Supper,  believers  should 
make  sure  nothing  improper 
exists  in  their  lives.  We  should 
harbor  no  unconfessed  sin,  no 
bitterness  toward  others,  no 
wrong  motives  nor  anything 
else  not  pleasing  to  God. 

"So,  then,  when  you  come 
together  to  eat,  wait  for  each 
other."  With  this  statement,  the 
apostle  reminds  the  partici¬ 
pants  that  the  Lord's  Supper 
consider  the  needs  of  others. 
Being  in  right  relationship  with 
God  should  always  make  a  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  way  a  believer 
relates  to  those  around  him. 
Focusing  on  the  love  Jesus 
showed  us  at  His  crucifixion 
should  remind  us  to  show  that 
love  to  others.
